2. Claims 1, 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentab.e over 
Hirabayashi et al (Hirabayashi). 

Hirabayashi suggests the use of choline compound in column 8, ,ines 20-25 in a 
photothermographic materia! containing photosensitive siiver halide, an organic silver 
salt reduce agent and binder (abstract), Therefore, Hirabayashi renders «. invents 
as claimed prima fcaie obvious. Therefore, the reference suggests and makes obvious 
the claimed subject matter. In re Malagari, 182 USPQ 549. 

3 Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hirabayashi et al as applied to claims 1 , 4-5 above, and further in view of Koyama et a, 
(Koyama). 

The compound having 2-oxazoly, group has been taught in Koyama in column 2 formula 
A ,n column 10, lines 13-30, it is disclosed ma. the compound is useful in a variety of 
recording materia, including thermal sensitive image forming material and silver halide 
photographic light-sensitive materia, in term o, producing an information recording 
medium having high resistivity to damage formed before, during and after processing. I* 
would have been obvious to include the compound taught in Koyama in the materia, of 
Hirabayashi for same reason, and thereby provide a material as claimed.
